in Washington. D.C. s 

It Was only because Ї saw the 
April 24th National Peace Action 


fore the nitty-gritty main event, 
that I attended Saturday's demonstra- 
tion at all. 

For if the politics behind this 
Trotskyite Socialist Worker Party 
(SWP) controlled protest weren't bad 
enough, I thought, the tactics were 
worse. 

How was it possible, I asked 
myself looking at the more than a 
quarter million people stretched out 
on the Capitol building grounds, that 
anti-war organizers still believed a 
gigantic, colorful parade down Penn- 
sylvania Avenue (and which culminat- 
ed in speeches and songs) was going 
to stop the daily killing in Vietnam? 

It seemed obvious that long be- 
fore April 24th, the peaceful assem- 
bly and petition routine had been 
tried and tried again to no avail. 
Nixon had made it clear he preferred 
football games over the people's 
Tight to have legitimate, within- 
the-system redress of grievances. 

І grew angry. 

Angry not at those who came to 
protest the war - no, their vibrant 
faces and righteous rage was encour- 
aging. Angry not at Nixon and his 
cohorts - they deserved much more 
than mere anger. Rather, my anger at 
that moment was directed at the Trot 
Organizers who went to enormous ex- 
pense and a great deal of trouble to 
put together a useless event. 

Walking across the Capitol lawns, 
watching families break out fried 
Chicken and frisbees or else lie 
satisfied in the warm sun, 1 reflect- 
ed that NPAC, Student Mobilization 
Committee (SMC), Young Socialist А1- 
liance (YSA), and the overall domi- 
nating parent organization - Socialist 
Worker Party (SWP) had lulled every- 
опе who came to Washington this day 
into feeling that their pleasant 
Spring picnic was somehow materially 
helping to end the war. 

Now, I thought dismally, just as 


est, the April 24th Trot leaders have 
retreated. They practically nulli- 
fied through ап energy-depleting, 
superfluous demonstration the wishes 
lof 73% of the American people who 

Want the war over immediately. They 
kept things cool when pressure against 
the war should have been intensified. 
And they refused to utilize one of 
the biggest opportunities in movement 
history to educate people to the real 
horror behind the war, namely capi-

talism which inevitably must wage 
imperialist wars like Vietnam's to 
keep its economy afloat. 

Should I take pictures, I kept 
questioning myself, or would photo- 
graphs from past identical rallies 


film and the highlight of the e 
afternoon for me had been not the 
gathering, not the music, not the , 
speeches straight out of 1965, but 
rather learning with a friend how to 
use а newly acquired walkie-talkie. 

"QTPU 1, QTPU 1, this is QTPU 2. 
Come in please." 

"QTPU 2, QTPU 2, this із ТРО 1. 
1 read you and am standing by, over." 

"Roger QTPU 1, I have a visual 
оп Coretta King. What is your 10-20, 
over?" 

It didn't take long to become 
minimally proficient in using the 
portable two-way radios although the 
process was unexpectedly made more 
difficult by Trot marshalls who had 
their own walkie-talkies and who had 
this strange attitude that the air- 
waves were theirs. They wanted us 
to leave the frequency we both were 
operating on as if the frequency had 
become their frivate property on which 
we were tresspassing. In the end, 
we both finally used the same fre- 
quency and pretended each other's 
broadcasts didn't exist. 

How easy though, I wished, it 
would have been if Trot politics and 
tactics could similarly have been 
overlooked and dismissed. Just let 
them chatter among themselves with- 
out hurting anyone. Live and let 
live. But I realized as peace signs 
were flashed and the songs "Give 
Peace a Chance" and "We Shall Оует- 
come" rang out that such a thing 
couldn't be done, not when April 24th 
turned out to be so large. And so 
incorrect. 

It was easy only, I saw, to point 
out the errors in the underlying con- 
cepts behind the April 24th NPAC rally; 
it wasn't so easy to overlook the 
numbers of people who had come to 
Washington and acted according to what 
essentially is a wrong analysis of 
why the Vietnam war exists. 

NPAC views the war as a mistake 
мет са has made, as if this country 

S basically sound with Vietnam being 
а regrettable fuck-up. There is even 
an NPAC poster showing Uncle Sam 
trapped im quicksand. The poster's 
image conveys the impression that 
while Uncle Sam is all right, Viet- 
nam is to be blamed for somehow foul- 
ing him. 

This kind of liberal analysis 
exemplified in the NPAC poster doesn't 
blame the United States for involv- 
ing itself in the internal affairs 
of other countries, instead it says 


that the U.S. government had better 
win its imperialist wars faster be- 
fore it gets bogged down. 

During the rally, as I watched 
people scrupulously clean up litter, 
comparisons between April 24th and 
the co-opted ecology movement 


feel individually гез 
massive air, water and land pollution| 
instead of pointing out that the 
worst pollution comes from profit- 
making institutions and corporations, 
NPAC tries to make people feel indi- 
vidually responsible for the Viet- 
namese war instead of pointing out 
that the war is institutionalized, 
governmental slaughter at a policy 
level. Policies like the Vietnamiza- 
tion program or defoliation or free- 
fire-zones or saturation bombing with| 
15,000 1b. bombs used on population 
centers are governmental stratagems, 
not the desires of individual Ameri- 
can citizens. 

When this happens though, when 
people feel personally guilty, the 
Teal power in America (as in all cap- 
italist countries), its ruling class, 
is made to appear virtuous while the 
powerless ordinary people are made to 
accept the blame for something that 
never was their idea in the first 
place, 

I saw one placard on April 24th 
that said "Phooey on Nixon," Pretty 
heavy criticism, I thought. Phooey 
on Hitler too; I guess that should 
have been enough to take care of him. 

While I was listening to the 
speeches and wondering why 10 Sena- 
tors and more than 29 Congressmen 
gave their support to the Trot rally 
when none of them would give their 
support to Mayday, it became clear 
to me that the Trots had betrayed the 
new left. 

Their single issuism (end the 
war) and their appeal to the lowest 
common denominator (anyone who wants 
the war over - even a businessman 
who's profits are going down) seemed 
to me aimed not so much at ending the 
Vietnamese war as at building a re- 
vigorated Socialist Worker Party. 

Or even a new Democratic Party. But 
in any case, a party that wants noth- 
ing to do with fundamental radical 
change in this country. Just, maybe, 
a reordering of priorities. I'd 
heard that before. 

I kept listening to the rally's 
speakers and was disillusioned that 
the Trots had widened their movement 
only to the right. They had worked 
hardest to encourage groups on their 
Tight to participate in April 24th 
while they had actively shunned or 
discredited groups on their left from 
taking part in April 24th - or even 


from wanting to organize their own 
demonstrations anytime during the 
Spring. 

Standing there in-the shadow of. 
the Capitol's white dome, I remember- 
ed some kids working in the NPAC of- 
fice on the eighth floor of 1029 Ver- 


mont Avenue. І remembered how we 
talked about the top-down-authority 
structure of NPAC; how NPAC, SMC and 
YSA were all front groups for the 
Socialist Worker Party; and, how 
there was a total lack of political 
азем, ing on in the NPAC office. 
` These 


learned that the Trots had defied the 
wishes of Madame Binh who had wanted 
а unified Mayday anti-war demonstra- 
tion, but who had to settle for an 
anti-war demonstration, but who had 
to settle for an anti-war Spring of- 
fensive that is fragmented because 
of the Trots. 

And these same kids went to work 
with the Маудау Tribe after we talk- 
ed about how the Trots had violence- 
baited the people in Mayday, had done 
to Mayday what Nixon does to anyone 
he disagrees with - he labels them 
violent extremists who should be lock-| 
ed-up and worse. 

The last time I saw one of the 
Mayday converts, she was passing out 
Mayday literature at the April 24th 
rally. She explained to me that she 
was living now in West Potomac Park 
and that she was glad to be with 
Mayday although she really didn't 
care what organization she was with 
just so long as it offered a workable 
chance to provide revolutionary 
change. She thought NPAC was not go- 
ing to provide that change. 

I lost her in the crowd after 
only speaking with her for a few 
brief minutes. 

It was just as well though, for 
the NPAC rally which had droned попо- 
tonously on for several hours was 
rapidly begining to disintegrate. 
While the speechmakers kept tiredly 
exhorting their audience to do the 
same old things in the same old ways 
(things and ways that had failed in 
the past), it seemed as if some wise 
revolutionary deity high up in the 
sky became offended by all the clap- 
trap going on down below. For the 
sky clouded over and roiled, a rain 
smell permeated the air, and all the 
Trot organizers and liberal politi- 
сізпз, afraid to get wet, packed up 
their equipment and split. 

Most people then dispersed, ex- 
cept for the ones who stayed for the 
Mayday rock concert that evening,and 
April 24th changed from just another 
co-opted demonstration against the 
war into just another useless memory. 

The rally's untimely end was 
somehow fitting, I thought, a sort of 
perfect example of what it means to 
be a sunshine revolutionary. 
er did rain that day, but the mere 
threat of a good soaking proved too

How often have you been told 
that we're stuck with rip-off capi- 
valism because it's "human nature" 
to do things only for your own bene- 
fit? That if we don't put up with 
money-hungry stores like Pigway and 
Giant Rip-Off, we won't be able to 
get food? The Glut Food Coop proves 
that's a lot of dawg shit. 

"Glut is something that's been 
needed for a long time. Now it's 
here," said one Coop partisan, Liz 
Donovan. After shopping at Glut for 
a month, she knew "It's infinitely 
preferable. The food's better, it's 
cheaper, and you're not giving your 
money to the supermarkets - which I 
always hated to do. The coop is run 
for our benefit, not for making money." 

A quick comparison of prices 
with one of D.C.'s Pigways makes that 


pretty clear; Glut sells its butter 
for only 77¢ a pound while the super- 
market demands 85¢; you can cop cana- 
dian bacon at Glut for $1.25 a 1b. 
instead of paying $1.49; Pigway rips 
you off for 17¢ everytime you buy a 
pound of ground chuck at 89¢ since 
the Coop sells it for 72¢. 

Тһе five full time cooperative 
members look at Glut from a differ- 
ent perspective than do the owners of 
D.C.s supermarkets; instead of profit 
figures they're concerned with people 
and what people really need - good 
food and good feelings, not plastic 
goop. 

Dan;Perkins, one of the Glut peo- 
ple, explained, "We're not just doing 
this so people have another place to 
Shop. It's a cooperative. Не do the 
mechanics of going around to buy the 
stuff and.collate orders, then every- 
one comes down to.the church for dis- 
tribution. People come because they 
want to be here; they enjoy the talk 
and being together."

The United States Department of 
Agriculture has issued the proposed > 
regulations for the new Food Stamp 
Act. Of the proposed changes, some 
are blatant, some are subtle. Almost 
all are stupid. 

For instance, the USDA(and/or 
the Bureau of the Budget) still think 
that a family of four can һауе а 
"nutrionally adequate diet" on $108 
a month($32 for one, $60 for two). 
That's $2 mere than they allowed be- 
fore. This is the "economy diet" 

Which the USDA itself says should only 


be used for up to threo months, To be 
eligible for stamps a family of four 
has to have an "income" of less than 


$360 a month($160 for one, 8214 
two). 

Income? What's income? In addition 
to what you get for clockpunching, 
income is such things as gifts, support 
and alimony, pensions, and, students 
take note, scholarships. And students,

one is a real consciousness raiser. 
Coop members now know that we can take 
control of our lives, that we can sup- 
ply our needs without the prod of the 
almighty dollar. Together we can do 
it, though sometimes that realization 
is slow in coming. It's hard to 
change the conditioning towards com- 
petition and egotism of a lifetime. 

"There's lots of work to be done 
and I haven't done much of it," a Coop 
user confessed, "I've been reaping 
the benefits of what others have done, 
We should all volunteer to work. We're 
shopping here and we're a part of it. 
It's up to us to make it work." 

The Coop has been growing stead- 
ily, and while that makes it potenti- 
ally stronger, it also introduces new 
problems. Like other groups in the 
free community, the Food Coop has 
learned that people's control works 


and your father declares you as a de- 
pendent, forget stamps, You can also 
forget stamps if you've got more than 
31500 in'the bank.

"household" have to be "related" by 
blood, affinity, or through a legal 
relationship sanctioned by State Пак." 
You are'also related if you share 
children, either your own or somebody 
else's, That last provision may save 
some commmes, but it doesn't he 
many poor families, who through lack 


of housing, аге shsring living quarters, 
amps.

Their cries for peace were given ex- 
tra legitimacy, since the Vets had 
seen the nightmare of this Capital- 
ist's war, and yet Nixon and the 
Pentagon saw fit to answer those 
cries with barred gates and lie:

The Vet's second attempt to hold 
their service met with success after 
а brief verbal battle with some offi- 
cial who had orders to only allow 
five of the Vets in. The official 
backed down. Ав the Vets knelt in 
Silent tribute, the faint sound of a 
bugle playing Tap: could be heard as 
yet another brother who had found 
рейсе Pentagon-style was buried. 

April 19th also witnessed Nixon's 
pitiful attempt to discredit the en- 
tire Dewey Canyon Operation. A press 
release was sent out by the White 
House saying that only 30$ of those 
at the Mall were Vietnam Vets. This 
evoked the immediate response that 
only 30$ of those at the Mall be- 
lieved Nixon was President. 

Further attempts at harassmemt 
were made the next day when the Su- 
preme Court ruled that no one was to 


camp overnight at the Mall, but, in 
the end, the thought of over 1500 
enraged Nam Vets was too much for 
Washington's pork, and no action was 
taken to carry out the ruling. In- 
stead, a feeble last attempt was made 
to impose some kind of authority by 
ruling that the Vets could stay as 
long as they did not sleep. Need- 
less to say, this ruling was ignored 
by all. 

On April 22nd, there was a march 
to the Pentagon where Vets tried 
unsuccessfully to turn themselves in 
as war criminals. The Pentagon re- 
fused to deal with them, saying that 
it does not take American prisoners, 
Lobbying also took place on all five 
days of the Dewey Canyon Operation, 
Some officials took the time to lis- 
ten to what the Vets had to sav.

The deep and violent "split" in 
the Black Panther Party has led many 
of us to dismiss the Panthers and 

to talk and think as if the Party 
were dead. Our fear of being racist 
and intervening in the political af- 
fairs of black people alienates us 
from the Party, causing us to view 
it as something apart from ourselves, 
We can almost accept the death of the 
Party - in our minds - without real- 
izing that if the B.P.P. dies, a 
piece of our lives goes with it. 

But then if we don't feel something 
is a part of us,it's easier to accept 
its destrudtion. Апа it's hard to 
support someone when you don't real- 
ize how they've supported you. 

Like the NLF showed the Vietnam- 
ese and us, the Panthers showed 
blacks and whites the real enemy and 
who would threaten that enemy's pÓwer 
the most, when they defended them- 
selves and their communities with 
guns. In more than just words, the 
Panthers showed us how the revolu- 
tion involves more than one group, 
that it's a whole world in process, 
when they offered troops to the Viet- 
namese and opened an American people's 
embassy to the world. In maintaining 
44 Cnapters and Branches under siege, 
the Panthers demonstrated the serious 
commitment and discipline it takes 
to survive in Babylon. By implement- 
ing survival prugrams in the black 
community, they showed us that people 
need to experience how socialism can 
affect their lives. These are things 
which defined the Party and defined 
its importance to us,

But we won't be the 
ones to choose leaders for black 
people. So let's not back Eldridge 
out of our commitment to armed strug- 
gle or Huey because we believe in 
serving the people. All that our 
aggressive support for either "side" 
can mean is undue intervention into 
а part of the black liberation pro- 
cess where we have no business. Let's 
instead find ways we can act as whites 
to give black liberation and black 
Tevolutionaries all the assistance 
we can muster, not as leaders or 
slavish followers, but as comrades in 
struggle whose fates are most intim- 
ately intertwined.

There are few better methods of 
street propaganda than wallpainting 
and wallposters. And it's so easy 
to do. 

Like any revolutionary art, se- 
veral techniques have to be mastered, 
some simple do's and don'ts must be 
remembered, and а lot of imagination 
needs to be used to make the messages 
poignant. 

To paint walls, people most of- 
ten use spray paint оҒ а suitable 
olor for the wall they have in mind. 
Red paint doesn't show up very well 

red brick walls, but white or yel- 


low does. 

Wallpainters generally choose 
shorter slogans, becouse painting 
longer ones exposes them to too much 
public scrutiny, and like all artists 
they eagerly want to guard their se- 
crets from thieves, in this case jea- 
lous police who occasionally stunble 
onto the scene. 

Some wallpainters swear by the 
use of stencils, particularly for em- 
bellishing stop signs, mail boxes or 
banks. The only drawback, they say, 
about stencils is that the size of the 
letters is limited by the size of the 


stencil, and that huge stencils can 
become very awkward and obvious to 
carry. 

Small stencils are fine, though, 
for putting "war" under "stop" on 
stop signs, or turning mailboxes into 
NLF flags by placing a yellow star 
along the red-blue dividing line. 

These experts also say that wall- 
postering can be equally effective as 
wallpainting except that the element 
of spontaneous creation is absent in 
putting up posters, Posters are good 
for conveying a great deal of infor- 
mation.

The Mayday strategy for E 
the government is to halt the inani- 
mate machinery that makes it work by 
using the tactics of non-violent erea- 
tive disruption. This will take the 
form of masses of people moving to 
and blocking strategic locations a- 
long major traffic arteries used by 
government employees. 

At these "action targete" people 
will sit-in, sing, dance, hold bridge 
und street parties, pass out litera- 
ture, smoke dope and feed eash other.

Target areas will not be abandoned 
until we have succeeded im reaching 
our objective - closing down the 
government. 


Strategy 


Washington, D.C. is a colony. It 
is ruled by a committee of Congress 
made up of racist white southerners. 
The overwhelming number of people liv- 
ing in Washington are black. Virtual-| 
ly the only industry in Washington is 
the Federal Government with the over- 
whelming majority of the employees 
being white and with a few exceptions, 
all upper echelon employees being 
white. This means that most employees 
of the Federal government commute to 
work each day from the suburgs of Vir- 
ginia and Maryland. 

Because of the racist nature of 
the Federal government, closing down 
the apparatus that controls the War 
against Indochina and America's op-_ 


y-me t еп зе 
lected for the Mayday actions. The 
targets (see map) are broken into two 
general categories: (1) traffic cir- 
cles and (2) bridges. These targets 
if blocked during the early morning | 
rush hour will seal off the Federal 
Triangle area of Washington and the 
Pentagon. А11 of the targets selected 
deal directly with the Federal Gov- 
erment and blocking these targets will 
have a minimum impact on the surround- 
ing black community. These targets 
were specifically chosen to minimize 
disruption of the black community. 

No disruptive actions will take place 
North of Massachusetts Avenue NW or 
East of 6th Street, SE and NE, which 
are the borders of the black community.| 

Our disruption of Washington must 
bé seen аз an attack on tne Federal 
Government, specifically those sec- 
tions dealing with the war against the 
people of Indochina and America. It 
must not be seen as an attack on the 
employees of the Federal Government. 
We wish to win them as allies and so 
we need to minimize their antagonism 
towards us. 

By May 3 every government employee 
will know that to attempt to get to 
work he or she will have to brave a 
six hour traffic jam. Не are attempt- 
áng to create a "four-day weekend" 
consciousness among government em- 
ріоугев. If this is successful any 
employees caught in traffic jams will 
blame themselves for attempting to 
get to work and therefore, not us. 

Qur tactical approach to stopping 
the government is decentralization 
and concentration. By this we mean 
that the targets are decentralized 
and our demonstrators are concentrated.| 
No target will have less than a thou- 
sand demonstrators and no major target 
(See map. Targets bearing asterisks 
will have more than three thousand 
demonstrators.) бит targets are de- 
centralized to (а) insure the total 
halt of traffic and (b) to increase 
the difficulty of Federal forces 
containing our demonstrations. 

Our numbers are concentrated in 
an effort to defeat the Federal for- 
ces' primary defensive tactic which 
is dispersal (dividing us into small 
units) and containment (isolating the 
small unity).

Tactical approaches 
The following sre a few of the 


nonviolent civil disobedience tactics 
being planned by various regions. 


WAVES The regional groups will be 
broken into units of 10-15 people. 
Monday morning the units will move in 
waves one unif in each wave, onto the 
road. They will sit down in a circle, 
and pass the pipe and play music 
until traffic is stopped. The next 
wave will then move to the road. This 
will last until noon when people will 
retum to the Liberated Zone (West 
Potomac Park). The same thing will 
happen Tuesday. People will move on 
Wednesday to the Capitol and stay. 
This tactic is particularly effective 
at traffic circles where there are 
many roads leading into the circle. 
STREET PARTY The regional group will 
move in mass to their circle target 
playing music and dancing getting as 
close as they can to the target. They 
will disperse if gassed or charged 
with batons but always regroup. They 
stay put if threatened with arrest. 


TROOP TEACH-IN The region will en- 
circle troops guarding a circle or 
line up several deep along troop 
lines protecting bridges. They will 
establish a one to one relationship 
to GI's and demonstrate solidarity. 
Food and dope will be passed out. 
Ifa large group of GI's come over 
to our side the breach will be filled 
with demonstretors moving through and 
sitting in on the target road.

Lay of the land 


The District of Columbia is most 
likely one of the easiest cities to 
understand and travel within, for it 
was one of the few which was laid 
out by a city plamner. 

The district is sectioned off into 
four areas, designated North West, 

h East, 2m West and South. 


Streets and an imaginary line extend- | 
ing West from the Capitol Building. 

Numbered streets run north to 
south; the lettered streets travel 
east to west. House and-buildings 
number for each section start at 
each base line.. For example, the 
900 block on "C" Street, NW is bet- 
tween 
ween 9th and 10th Streets, NW. 
300 block on Street, SW is bet- 
ween "С" and "D" Streets, SW. 

As one travels North, and the 
singled lettered paths and trails in 
D.C. end, a new sequence appears, of 
one syllable words, starting with 
"А" begins. For instance, in one 
|part of NW Washington, Benton, Calvert 
Davis, Edmunds, Fulton, Garfield, 
etc. appear, following "W" Street. 

Pennsylvania Avenue is numbered 
the same as lettered trails; Conn- 
lecticut Avenue is the same as а 
[numbered path. Most other diagonal 
paths and trails have no standard 
pattem. 


ж Target sites 


Site one, Rosslyn Plaza, is on the 
Virginia side of the Francis Scott 
Key Bridge, which connects George 
Washington Parkway, Lee Highway, 
Route 66 and Fort Myer Drive. It is 
probably one of the most heavily 
traveled single areas in the entire 
Metropolitan area. 

Site one affords excellent, low 
flat, open areas which are adjacent 
to or near all the aforementioned 
major highways from Northern Virginia.| 

Just North of Rosslyn Plaza is 
the Marriot Hotel, where it was 
found, the "High Command" of the

The traffic both to and from Key 
Bridge is intense; congested traffic 
is normally a problem during rush 
hour. Whitehurst Highway, which 
travels under Key Bridge is a major 
throughfare and can be relatively 
easily disrupted from a flat, open 
area which is directly adjacent to 
Key Bridge, "M" Street and Whitehurst. 
One word of caution: this open area 
is extremely small, perhaps supporting 
only several hundred people.

5 m Virginia side of the Arling- 
ton Memorial Bridge contains acres 
upon acres of open space leading to 
the bridge. In the event that Fort 
Myer Drive is disrupted: at Rosslyn 
Plaza(see site 1), Memorial Drive 
may be used as an auxilliary road to 
Fort Myer by Federal Authorities. 
Also, in the event all points 
South are effectively disrupted, 
Arlington Ridge Road, which changes 
into Route 110, may be utilized as 
one of the prime access roads from 
Northern Virginia to the Pentagon.

arrive daily. The terrain is flat 
and open and is bounded from the north 
by the Boundary Channel.

Rochambeau Bridge directs traffic 
into D.C. and the Mason Bridge de- 
livers traffic into Virginia.

In addition, the 14th Street 
Bridge is added greater importance 
because over 70% of the traffic flows 
to and from the Pentagon, 

The two main arteries are the 
George Washington Parkway and Shirley 
Highway. This is a large open area 
of several acres between both the 
Rochambeau and Mason Bridges, which 
also shares its borders with the 
George Washington Parkway and the 
Potomac River. 

Just south of the l4th Street 
Bridge is the Marriot Hotel which of- 
fers a large parking lot. East of 
the Marriot Hotel and south of 
Shirley Highway, an additional sev- 
eral acres of open flat land exists. 

There appears little likelihood 
that gas would be utilized here, 
because of the proximity to the Pen- 
tagon and the Marriot Hotel. 


ip The D.C. side of the 14th Street 
Bridge is one of the more heavily 
travelled thoroughfares in D.C. 
Approximately 70% of the traffic 
here will be Pentagon Personnel. 

The Jefferson Memorial grounds 
provide low level open spaces for 
massive gatherings. The area, how- 
ever, will provide many logistical 
problems as the dispersal and con- 
tainment tactic the federal authori- 
ties can employ can be ideally іп- 
plemented at the Jefferson Memorial 
grounds, - 

The importance of this juncture 
is the fact that an enormous rate 
of traffic flow will be traveling to 
the Federal Triangle, where most of 
the government operates.

DRESS 


Most vamping is accompanied by clubbing, rough 
shoving and dragging, gassing and occasional buckshot or 
rifle fire. The clothing you wear should offer you the 
best protection possible, yet be light weight enough to 
allow you tê be highly mobile. CS and CN are by far the 
most commonly employed tear gas dispersibles. 
‘Occasionally they are combined with pepper gas to give 
better results. Pepper gas is a nerve irritant that affects 
exposed areas of the skin. Clothing that is tight fitting 
and covers as much of the body surface as possible is 
advisable. This also offers some protection if you are 
dragged along the ground. Gloves come in handy as 
protection and if you want to pick up gas canisters and 
throw them back at the pigs or chuck them through a 
store window. 

Your shoes should be high sneakers for running or 
boots for kicking. Hiking boots sold in army surplus 
stores serve both purposes and are your best selection 
for street action. Men should wear a jock strap or 
protective cup. Rib guards can be purchased for about 
$6.00 at any sporting goods store. Shoulder pads and leg 
pads ше also available, but unless you expect heavy 
fighting and are used to wearing this clumsy street 
armor, you'll be better off without it. 


HELMETS 


` Everyone should have a helmet. Your head sticks 
Qut above the swarming crowd and dents like a tin can. 


Protect it! The type of helmet you get depends on what 
You can afford and how often you'll be using it. The 
cheapest helmet available is a heavy steel tank model. 
This one is good because it offers ear protection and has

bullet proof. It's disadvantages are that it only comes in 
large sizes and is the heaviest thing you'll ever have on 
your head. It costs about $3.00. For $5.00 you can get a 
Civil Defense helmet made for officers. It’s much lighter, 
but doesn't offer protection for the ears. It has а good 
suspension system. If you get this model, paint it a dark 
color before using it and you'll be less conspicuous. Our 
fashion consultants suggest anarchy black. 

Construction helmets or “hard hats” run between 
58.00 and $10.00, depending on the type of suspension 
system and material used. They are good for women 
because they are extremely lightweight. The aluminum 
‘ones dent if struck repeatedly and the fiberglass type can 
crack, Also they offer no ear protection. If you prefer 
‘one of these you should find 4 way to attach a chin or 
neck strap so you won't lose it while you run. If you get 
а hard hat, make sure you remove the hard head before 
you take it home. 

Probably the all-around good deal for the money is 
the standard М-1 Army issue helmet. These vary in 
quality and price, depending on age and condition. They 
Tun from 52.00 to $10.00. Make sure the one you get 
has a liner with webbing that fits well or is adjustable 
and has a chin strap. Their main disadvantage is that 
they are bulky and heavy. 

The snappiest demonstrators use the familiar 
motorcycle crash helmet. They are the highest in price, 
running from $10.00 to as high as $40.00. Being made 
of fiberglass, they are extremely lightweight. They have 
a heavy-duty strap built in and they can be gotten to fit 
quite snugly around the head. They offer excellent ear 
protection. The foam rubber insulation is better than a 
webbing system, and will certainly cushion most blows. 
Being made of fiberglass, a few have been known to 
crack under repeated blows, but that is extremely rare, 
Most come with plastic face guards that offer a little 
added protection. Get only those with removable 
since you might want to make use of a gas mask, 


GAS MASKS 


Ski goggles or the face visor on a crash helmet will 
protect against Mace but will offer no protection against 
the chemical warfare gasses being increasingly usèd by 


gas mask. All the masks discussed give ideal protection 
against the gasses mentioned in the chart if used 
ргорейу. If you do not have a gas mask, you should at 
Jeast get a supply of surgical masks from a hospital 
supply store and a plastic bag filled with water and а 
cloth. 

The familiar World War I Army gas mask with the 
filter in а long nose unit sells new (which ifthe only way 
gas masks can be sold) for about $5.00. Its disadvantages 
are that it doesn’t cover the whole face, is easy to grab 
and pull off and the awkwardly placed filter makes 
running difficult. The Officer Civil Defense unit sells for 
the same price and overcomes the disadvantages of the 


World War I1 Army model, Most National Guard units 
use this type of mask. It offers full face protection, is 
lightweight and the filter cannister is conveniently 
located. Also the adjustable straps make for a nice tight 
fit, The U.S.A. Protective Field Combat Mask МӘДІ 
offers the same type protection as the OCD, but costs 
twice as much. lts advantage is that you can get new 
filter canisters when the chemicals in the one you are 
using become ineffective. New filters cost about $1.50. 
When you buy a mask, be sure and inquire if the filter 
has replacements. To get maximum efficiency out of a 
mask it needs an active chemical filter,

Someone in your group should carry a first aid kit. A 
Medical Emergency Aeronautic Kit, which costs about 
$5.00 has a perfect carrying bag for street action. 


Ideally you should visit the proposed site of the 
demonstration before it actually takes place. This way 
you'l-have an idea of the terrain and the type of 
containment the police will be using. Someone in your 
group should mimeograph a map of the immediate 
vicinity which each person should carry. Alternative 
actions and a rendezvous point should be worked out. 
Everyone should have two numbers written on their 
arm, a coordination center number and the number of à 
local lawyer or legal defense committee. You should not 
take your personal phone books to demonstrations. If 
you get busted, pigs can pet mighty Nosy when it 
comes to phone books. Any sharp objects сап be 
construed as weapons. Women should not wear earrings 
or other jewelry and should tie their hair up to tuck it 
under a helmet. Wear a Бей that you can use as a 
tourniquet, False teeth and contact lenses should be left 
at home if possible. You can choke on false teeth if you 
receive a sharp blow while running, Contact lenses can 
complicate eye damage if gas or Mace is used.

Try making such a rigid palm and practice these judo 
chops. The fist is a ridiculous weapon to use. It’s fleshy, 
the blow is distributed over too wide an area to have апу 
real effect and the knuckles break easily. You will have 
to train yourself to use judo chops instinctively, but it 
will prove quite worthwhile if you're ever in trouble.

targets. On campuses, buildings that are noted for 
warfare research and ROTC training are best. When it 
comes to automobiles, choose only police vehicles and 
very expensive cars such as Lamborghinis and Iso Grifos. 
Every rock or molotov cocktail thrown should make a 
very obvious political point. Random violence produces 
random propaganda results. Why waste even a rock? 
When you know there is going to be a rough street 
scene developing, don't play into the pig's strategy.

already have a target or two in mind that will make Гог 
easy trashing. If you don’t have one, setting fires in trash 
cans and ringing fire alarms will help provide a cover for 
other teams that do have objectives picked out. Putting 
out street lights with rocks also helps the general 
confusion. 

After a few tries at trashing, you'll begin to 
overcome your fears, learn what to expect from both the 
pigs and your comrades, and develop your own street 
strategy. Nothing works like practice im actual street 
conditions. Get your head together and you'll become а 
pro. Don't make the basic mistake of just maively 
floating into the area. Don't think "rally" or 
"demonstration," think "WAR" and "Battle Zope. 
Keep your eyes and ears open, Watch for mistakes mac 
by members of your gang and those made by other 
comrades. Watch for blunders by the police. In street 
fighting, every soldier should think like a general. 
Workshops should be organized right after an action to 
discuss the strength and weaknesses of techniques and 
strategies used. Avoid political bullshit at such raps. 
Regard them as military sessians. Persons not versed in 
the tactics of revolution usually have nothing 
worthwhile to say about the politics of revolution. E.

NEW YORK (INS) - The South African 
Consulate-general Office in New York 
City was heavily damaged by a power- 
ful bomb blast Monday morning (April 
12). A 12 inch pipe bomb, loaded 
With ball bearings, demolished the 
Madison Avenue office. 

Hours after the explosion a 
group called the Black Revoluticnary 
Assault Team claimed responsibility 
for the attack. Ап anonymous tele- 
phone call from the Team said: 

"This is to show our support for the 
revolutionary people of Africa and 
to totally wipe out this fascist 
state. Power to the People." 

Last July a similar bomb was 
discovered at the same office before 
it could explode, Likewise, last 
fall a bomb damaged the New York of- 
fice of South African Airlines. 


African officials have occured 
throughout the-U.S. during the past 
year. 

In response to the bombing the 
South African Consul General Owen 
Booysen said: "There are people op- i 
posed to my government's policies x 
but no civilized group would do a 
thing like this.”
